As for tho great part of the conntiy 


between the Atlantic and Pacific coasts', 
"free coal" would be an nndisgnisod 
blessing. Ko importations conld possibly 
come in here, and we are already undcr- 
selling the Canadians in tho territory 
north of ns. Even a dnty does not en- 
able the Canadian miners to drive us 
oat of their markets. It is owing to the 
large esportations from the inland sec- 
tion that the United States sells to for- 
eigners far more coal than she buys of 
them. Without the duty we should sell 
even more to Canadians, and the way 
to get Canada to remove her dnty is to 
remove onr own. 


On the Pacific coast alone are consid- 


erable importations to bo expccti-d. 
These importations are due to tho fact 
that the coal mined there is limited in 
quantity, inferior in qnaliry and pro- 
duced at too great a co.-,t. Under those 
circumstances the importation of coal 
on the Pacific coast, always large, con- 
tinues in spite of the present duty. The 
oulv effect is to raise the price to tJw 
consumer. 


Raising the priu; of coal to th** con- 


sumer is a serious matter. Everybody 
must have fuel, and it is not r.'ood pol- 
icy or principle to raise the price of 
what " a up"°«sarT of life to rich and 
poor alike. Besides coal is necessary iu 
every form of industry. A tax on coai 
is therefore a tas purely and simply 0:1 
iaflnstry as wl' as lif». If is a tax 
which raises the cost of living and at 
the same time handicaps th<? peoplo in 
making a living.

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The Eeal Problemt of Public Eduea 


tiou. 


The Atlantic Monthly is making a 


very straightforward effort to find 
out just how effective the public 
school system throughout the coun- 
try is. It is inquiring into the forces 
that are actually at work shaping 
our educational system,. 


In the July number of the Atlantic 


are published six letters from suc- 
cessful teachers and superintendents 
in ihe West and South, wherein the 
writers frankly tell their own experi- 
ences. They are not persons who 
have grievances. 
They have few 


complaints 
to 
make. 
But 
the 


straightforward explanation of the 
conditions under which they woik 
throws a new and startling light on 
the whole system of our overcrowded 
and oversystematized schools. 
In 


fact there is uo other point of view 
so Instructive as this. These con- 
fessions emphasize 
several large 


facts and tendencies, among them 
these:— 


All of the writers confess that 


their own training was Inadequate, 
and they complain tliat the teachers 
who now enter the profession have 
been inadequately trained.

Wooden Silk. 


Since the dawa of history people hare 


fed worms on mulberry leaf and fiber, 
and in return the worms have spun 
from the material of tbe leaf tbe fine 
and shining silk thread. The wood Qber 
was thus first turned into -worm and 
then into silt. 


It took a long time for the idea to 


penetrate the mind of man, but at last 
some genius took itiutohis head that 
the wood might be turned directly into 
silk without passing it through tie 
worm. He experimented accordingly, 
and in course of time actual!y succeeded 
in producing a very fair silt from wood 
pulp. This genius was a Frenchman, 
and, strange to say, a nobleman besides, 
the Count Hilaire de Chardonnet, chev- 
alier of the tiegion cf Honor. He pat- 
ented his discovery, and a company of 
Englishmen at Manchester have now 
undertaken 
to muke the wood silk 


thread from tbe pulp and sell it, already 
spun, to weavers everywhere. 


The doom of the silkworm industry 


ins probably been -track. It is tho sus- 
«nance of millions of persons in France, 
u Italy, in Spain, ia China aad Japan, 
but it will likely now have to go. Silk 
directly from -wood cau be made so much 
more cheaply and quickly than by the 
old process. The wood is first subjected 
to maceration by a mixture of sulphuric 
aricl nitric acids. The new artificial silk 
thread is more lustrous than the worm's 
bread, bat not quite so strong.

The proximity of outlaying property 
so improved streets, increases Its 
value even though it be not contig- 
uous io such improvement. The ex 
>ense upon the outlaying property ia 
quite moderate—much less than the 
esultlng benefit 
Take for example, Spring street, 
f the city should pay 812,000 of that 
mprovement, it would cost about 33 
ents a year for each person who 
.as property on the tax duplicate 
alned at $1000 00, and this tax 
would continue for five years, aggre- 
atlng $1 65. What citizen is there 
n the oity of Limn, owning property 
alned at $1,000 00 on the tax duplt- 
ate, who would not gladly contribute 
1 65 in five years to see Spring street 
m proved and paved with asphalt-a 
treet leading from the central por 
Ion cf the city towards Woodlawn 
emetery, as well as any other street 
rhlch extends from the center to the 
utlaying districts of the city.
